events in the federal Republic* Re was given, the names of two per- 
sons described by the RID as member* of 01 r. INC with whom he ehould 
make contact to oultiva*:s and develop, either flth a view towards 
recruitment or with a view towards leading the agent to other UP- 
SWIM* ere* The names given him were (fnu) SHNSRI and Rudolf *FU Mf 
(dob 25 Karoh 1900, pob Munich}, both of Dlenstotelle 12* The for- 
mer was no longer employed by .UJftfr'IttG , the letter io still in his 
job* As indicated in€- O j memor-inda, the agent contacted his 
old friend and patron, KI^EAXH, shortly after hie return from the 
Soviet Union* The case was then turned over to Ul^I^o. Ul'ttKXHO did 
not confirm to the agent that FUHT is a member of the organisation, 
and the latter, who through normal social contact did see him from 
time to time was told to limit the regency of the contact and 
gradually to break it off* Meanwhile, the agent become reaoquninted 
with V-2962 (Identity 2), known to him before and during the war, 
though only casually* 0KUT2BACH reports that at the time of the re- 
oontaot between the two, V-2932 was a member of Dlenststelle 24 in

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6* The agent writes so-called political reports on a fairly fre- 
quent basis for the wIS. Although KUT^BaCH wee not able to remember 
the name of the particular organisation on which several reports have 
bon submitted# he states thot the agent attends meetings devoted to 
discussions of "B&atern questions 11 and has become acquainted with 
many of the leading figures of the organisation. Personality reports 
on these persons have been written and p&eoed to the nis. ttfUTZiucH 
araa able to remember that at leaet one of the people reported on is

exact Intentions are with regard to bJHTriL&T. For the moment they 
are content to play the operation very slowly and to build it up ns a 
major deoept ion effort against the M3.

One la via microdot, the other by courier* !Ehs 
agent has an 3 /# eystem (eee Pincook memorandum above) whioh he 
uees to inform the RI3 when he hae reports for transmittal via 
courier, the Hid replies by microdot message in u letter with a 
West Berlin return address when and where to expeot the oourler. 

She oourler appears at the appointed time and t/fcee the report e from 
the agent* &KU?£BACH says that the courier has been dispatched about 
B times during the course oC the operation.
